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"The Bobby Benson Show" - The Buffalo Connection 
Jerry Collins 


Approximately 3 1/2 years ago Jack French sent a letter to Dick Olday suggesting 
that the "Bobby Benson" show might have originated in Buffalo in the early 1930's under 
the direction of Herbert Rice. In that same letter Jack French and Clive Rice, the last 
person to play the role of Bobby Benson and the nephew of Herb Rice, asked for some 
local help in establishing the origin of the show. 

Copies of this letter were distributed to all Buffalo members of the Old Time 
Radio Club. Initially there were no responses. Next Jack French contacted Dom Parisi, 
requesting information on Richard Wanemaker, who supposedly was the first actor to 
play the part of Bobby Benson. Dom Parisi responded by sending French a list of all the 
Wanemakers in the Buffalo telephone book. 

I first met Jack French and Clive Rice at the Friends of Old Time Radio 
Convention in Newark this past October. I offered to search the microfilm files back in 
Buffalo for information on the show. French agreed to continue to try to contact 
members of Richard Wanemaker's family. 

Jack French was the first one to achieve success. One of his letters was passed 
around until it reached Richard Guarnio, a nephew of Richard Wanemaker. Guarnio has 
in his possession a scrapbook that will apparently establish the origin of the "Bobby 
Benson Show." 

After I received Jack French's letter, I decided to continue poring over my reels of 
microfilm until I found some information on the "Bobby Benson Show." Finally in early 
January I found the article that I had been searching for. 

The article appeared on Sunday morning August 7, 1932 in the Buffalo Courier 
Express. The article was titled "Buffalo Boy Starred, Will be Hero of Radio Play to Go 
on CBS from WGR Soon. Richard Wanemaker was chosen from over forty candidates to 
play the role of Bobby Benson. Herb Rice was selected to write and direct the show. 
Lorraine Pankow, Mrs. Rice in real life, would have one of the few adult roles in the 
show. The sponsor of the show was the Hecker H-O Company of Buffalo. 

The show would originate in the Buffalo Broadcasting studios of station WGR. 
Other member stations of the BBC were WBEN,WKBW and WMAK. A later article in 
the Courier Express indicated that the show would premier on Monday September 26. 
For some unexplained reason, the first broadcast of the "Bobby Benson Show" was 
Monday November 14, 1932 at 5:00 PM. 
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Richard Wanamaker, Radio Child Star 


Richard Wanamaker was born January 4, 1921. He was the son of George 
Wanamaker, prominent local attorney, instructor of military law at Canisius College and 
later a professor of at the University of Buffalo. He would also become a Buffalo City 
Councilman, Council President, City Comptroller and an unsuccessful candidate for 
mayor in 1949. 

In studying the early childhood of Richard Wanamaker, the term child prodigy 
comes to mind. Young Wanamaker began speaking in public at the age of four. He even 
studied elecution under Mrs. John H. Stocker of New York City. 

As a young boy Richard Wanamaker was known throughout Western New York 
and was in great demand for his speaking skills. In August of 1929, "The Boy Orator," as 
the Courier Express called him officially opened the carnival at the Church of the Most 
Precious Blood in Angola. He was only eight at this time. The Wanamaker's summer 
home was located in Angola. Young Richard loved to fish and ride his bike in this rural 
upper class community. He was also a very faithful alter boy, pedaling his bike to Most 
Precious Blood Church for daily mass. 

As early as February 23, 1950 Richard Wanamaker was listed as the master of 
ceremony at the Catholic Business Women's Club. Later that year he gave a recitation at 
a WCTU meeting in Kenmore. He frequently performed at church musicals, minstrel 
shows, dinners luncheons, club meetings and other programs. In almost all cases young 
Wanamaker gave recitations. 

In November of 1930 Richard Wanamaker had a break in his entertainment 
career. He won the first of ten weekly auditions in the WEBR Child Artist Contest 
(Courier Express November 27, 1930). Some three months later youmg Richard was 
selected the overall winner from the fifty original contestants (Courier Express February 
8, 1931). | 

Soon after he won the talent contest, Richard Wanamaker began his acting career 
on radio. In March he had a small part in a dramatic production on the "Boy's Club on 
the Air" show (Courier Express March 29, 1931). On November 11 young Wanamaker 
played the part of Samuel Wilkeson's son on the "Buffalo Makes History" series. The 
show was directed by Herbert Rice and dealt with Wilkeson's role in building Buffalo's 
Harbor (Courier Express November 8, 1931). 

In May of 1932 Richard Wanamaker received a part in the WGR serial "Little 
Feller." Herbert Rice wrote the show and also played a part in the serial. It told the story 
of a modern city boy and his companion (Courier Express May 29, 1932). 

Richard Wanamaker's big break came in the Summer of 1932. The BBC won the 
broadcasting rights to the "Bobby Benson show, a western adventure to be sponsored by 
the Hecker HO Company of Buffalo. The show would originate in Buffalo in the studio 
of WGR. The show was broadcast on Monday, Wednesday and Friday at 5:00 PM and 
then transmitted to New York City. 

Ten year old Richard Richard Wanamaker, of 5 Beverly Place in Buffalo, was 
chosen from more than forty applicants to play the part of Bobby Benson (Courier 
Express August 7, 1932 and Buffalo Times July 14, 1932). The show was scheduled to 
begin September 26, but for some explained reason did not premier until Monday 


O 


November 14, 1932 at 5:00 (Courier Express November 13, 1932, Buffalo Times 
November 11, 1932 and Buffalo Times November 14, 1932). 

The show aired three times a week until its final local episode on Friday March 
24, 1932 for a total of seventy-eight episodes (Courier Express and Buffalo Times). The 
"Bobby Benson" show resumed the following October 5 with Billy Halop in the lead role. 
To quote an undated newspaper, "No reason is given for the shift, though, if you'd ask 
anyone, you'd probably be told origination in the New York studio will facilitate the 
hookuping." (Courier Express undated scrapbook article) 

The break between Richard Wanamaker and the Hecker Company appeared to 
have been quite amiable. A series of letters between the Hecker Company and Richard 
Wanamaker attest to this friendship (March 28, 1933, April 4, 1933 and September 29, 
1933). A letter from Herb Rice to young Wanamaker refers to the fact that he is being 
considered for the role of Bobby Benson when the show resumed in New York City 
(April 4, 1933). A member of the Wanamaker family revealed to me that Richard 
Wanamaker was offered the Bobby Benson part when the show moved to New York 
City, but he was forced to turn it down for family reasons. 

Richard Wanamaker's radio career continued to flourish even after the departure 
of the "Bobby Benson" show. In the Fall of 1933 he received the role of Jimmy Fenton i in 
the adventure show "Ghost Train," written and directed by Herb Rice. 

In the Spring of 1934 Wanamaker received the part of Buzzy Bear in the show of 
the same name. Next young Richard played one of the orphans in "The Modern Saint, 
Father Baker" show. Herbert Rice played Father Baker in this seven part series that was 
held in conjunction with the local Catholic Charities Appeal. 

On Sunday September 29, 1935, Richard Wanamaker began a thirteen week run 
in the role of David Copperfield on WGR. In February of 1936, Roger Baker and 
Richard Wanamaker began their run as co-stars of the highly pulicized, "The Adventures 
of Roger and Jimmy" show. The program was broadcast every Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday at 6:00 PM on WKBW. Richard Wanamaker also played in a show titled "The 
Green Family." 

In February of 1938 Richard Wanamaker turned to the live stage, playing in 
"Excursion." The play was staged at the Studio Theater and was produced by Jane 
Keeler's Studio Theater School. | 

By this time Richard had graduated from Mount St. Joseph's Academy and 
Canisius High School. Following a stint in the army during World War II, Richard 
Wanamaker entered Ithica College. He graduated with a degree in drama. Unable to 
find employment in the entertainment industry following graduation, Wanamaker entered 
the business world. 

Richard Wanamaker died very unexpectedly as a result of complications 
following abdominal surgery. Death came on October 24, 1961. He was only forty at the 
time of his death.

Sno passed no years in 
tadiows study for anatomy and phv-- 
ical structure before attempting life- 
sed sculpture from the nude. In- 
stead, as she says, she worked "from 
within, out"; from *» reservoir of spir- 
ituallv discerned knowledge. Instead 
of tedious textbooks on human struc- 
ture, Mrs. Rice took a course in danc- 
ing. From tne sense of her own 
muscles in play. and from observation 
of other dancers in action, she made 
her own deductions about the human 
body; and that they were accurate 
was proved a few seasons ago when 
her life-sized statue of “Douleur” 
created something of a sensation, She 
had used her own person, her sister, 
‚and her mother, as a composite 
model. The finished work proved to 
‘be an individual. 

|. Her portrait bust of the late Bishop 
‚Brent. brought. her a renewal of at- 
!'ention. At present she is working 
on a life-sized portrait bust of John 
Ingram of the Shea's Buffalo Sym- 
phony Orchestra. Here she finds no 
difficulty in a situation which would 
distract another artist. For frcquent- 
ly she finds herself unable to keep 
appointments which her model ar- 
ranges for her to meet his less busy 
hours. But the metticd she has al- 
ways employed in putting the soul 
of the subject into cold clay, comes 
to her aid here, again. 

For Mrs. Rice must make herscí! 
attuned to her sitter. She finds out 
what are the interests of the subject, 
what he or she reads, what sports or 
picasures make up his leisure hours, 
what is his temperament—and makes 
herself an instrument in tune with 
the vibrations of the subject, before 
she gets well into her work in hand. 
Thus she is able to put the spirit into 
the clay. 


Expression in Three Arts 


Here is a three-dimensional artist, 
m a manner of speaking. For scuip- 
ture, in which she has von fame, is 
but one of the three arts in which 
this woman expresses herself. Al- 
though only her most intimate friends 
know of it, she has perfccted her 
dancing to professional ability, and 
has appeared professionally on severa! 
occasions. disguised by a change of 
name—but more impenetrably by a 
change of personality, which comes 
with the change in her medium of 
expression. Audiences comprised of 
people who know her well have seen 
her dance without recognizing her. 

And the third in this trinity of the 
arts which she has essayed is litera- 
ture. She has expressed herself in. 
scme verse, but more frequently in 
pictorial prosc. 

She explains her many - sided ex- 
rnressjons, and her unflagging apil- 
ity to work and produce, by sayin: 
"I work under inspiration.” And 
‚pressed for an explanation of this 
i phrase, which is none too clear to the 
average workaday soul, digging along 
trying to turn up tomorrow's pep for 
t the job. she says: 
Working under inspiration means, 
| bringing out the something from 
within. It is not unlike a burning 
| "lame consuming one until one par- 
‘ticular work is completed. In fact, 
‚whether you will or not, you must 
‘obey the demands made, in order to 
obtain quictude. Inspiration sweeps 
aside ail but the sought for work. 
Work and hard concentrated effort, 
with occasional mental unrest, are 
‘constant companions to inspiraticn. 
‘Tere are some who think. how easy 
or now forennate inat person is, work- 
ing inspirationally,

much smaller, but exquisitely done, is 
the head of a child, "Fleur." the 
flower of love, which rests in the

Mrs. Rice finds herself more and 
more drawn to working from child 
models, and at the conclusion of her 
present commissions, believes that 
she will specialize in child sculpture.
